HAZARDS OF FIRE 

Every hour someone 
dies in this country from 
the effects of fire, Wedon’t 
ponder Overmuch onin- 
dividual, scattered deaths 
by fire. Such a mass trag~ 
edy as the recent school 
fire in Chicago awakens 
us with a shock to the 
ever-present danger of 
death-dealing fire, Half of 
the 10,000 deaths by fire 
each year in this country 


are in the home, And a 
third of all fatal burns 
occur in children under 


five years of age, 

The sad fact is that in 
the majority of cases, in- 
juries and death caused hy 
fires inthe home could have 
been prevented or reduced 
if precautions had been ob- 
served, Many persons are 
burned to death by fires 
caused by ignition of in- 
flaimmable oils used to 
hasten the starting of a 
fire in the fireplace or 
stove. Many children are 
killed or permanently in- 
jured by clothing set 
aflame by open fireplaces 
or stoves, The largest sin- 
gle cause of fire is care- 
lessness in smoking, 
Matches accidentally ig- 
nited cause many fires, 
Heaters of all kinds should 


be installed and onerated 
according to regulations 


and kept free from soot, 
and not overheated, No in- 
flammable material should 
be allowed near heaters, 
and fireplaces should be 
screened, 

Spontaneous combus- 
tion, chiefly from rubbish 
containing dirty rags and 
papers, accounts for many 
home fires, Trash stored 
under the cellar stairs is 
an invitation to disaster, 
Litter should be kept at 
a minimum, with papers 
folded and tied together 
and, rags kept in metal 
concainers, Misuse of elec- 
tricity and defects in wir- 
ing are frequent causes of 
fire. In any case, the fire 
department. should he 


called immediately and 
even young children should 
be taught how to summon 
help,

WHEN the President said that rg 
wares had gone up 17 per- 
cent from 1960 to the present, he 
was referring to § 
hourly rates of 
pay per person. 
When he said 
that profits have 
fone up 83 per- 
cent, he was re- 
ferring to total 
profits and not 
profit per dollar § 
of invested cap- 
ital. The two 
things are not 
comparable. He 
should have used 
Dr, Kershner either hou rly 
compensation for employees in 
comparison with protit-per-dollar 
of capital employed, or he should 
have used total compensation for 
all waye earners in comparison 
with total profits for all corpo- 
rations, 
In 1960 $562.5 billion of invest- 
ed capital was working. In 1965 
capital employed in our business 
undertakings had risen 84 per- 
cent to $748.8 billion. In 1960 
total compensation for employees 
in the United States was $293.6 
billion, and in 1965 it had risen to 
$427.7 billion, or an increase of 
15,6 percent. Employee compen- 
sation 11.6 percent 
than invested capital. 
During the period in question, 
hourly wage rates advanced 17 
percent, as the President said; in- 
vested capital per employee ad- 
vanced 1842 percent; and total 
employee compensation advanced 
45.6 percent.
